1931 Tax Bills Mailed 

This Week in Borough 

Bills for 1931 taxes' in the Borough 
of Narberth were mailed this week to 
some 1400 property owners and 3254 
per capita tax bills were also sent out. 
Borough, School and County taxes for 
1931 total $205,290.83. 

Tax Collector Edwin P. Dold stated 
this week that considerable misunder- 
standing seems to exist about the per 
capita tax bill. "This tax," he said, 
"is levied against every adult resident 
of the Borough under act of the As- 
sembly and must be paid regardless of 
whether he or she owns real estate or 
has the right to vote." 

Errors or omissions in tax bills 
should be brought to his attention at 
once, Mr. Dold said, and not left until 
time for payment of taxes. 

The penalties and discounts allowed 
on various taxes are as follows: 5 per 
cent, penalty is added to County and 
State taxes if unpaid by September 15, 
1931; 5 per cent, penalty added to 
School taxes if unpaid October 1, 1931; 
5 per cent, discount allowed on Bor- 
ough taxes if paid before October 1, 
1931 ; 5 per cent, penalty added to Bor- 
ough taxes if unpaid January 1, 1932. 

The Tax Collector will be at the 
Narberth National Bank from Septem- 
ber 1 to January 1, from 8 to 9 A. M., 
on Friday evenings from 7 to 9 P. M. 
and on Saturdays from 9 A. M. to 
noon. 

If checks are mailed, stamped ad- 
dressed envelopes should be included 
for receipts.

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Main Line Home and Garden Improvement Notes 
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The past spring season has been a 
most favorable one in the garden with 
warm weather and rain at regular in- 
tervals, not too much and yet just 
enough. Roses were fine, delphiniums 
were very good and our lawns kept 
fresh and green.

Rainfall is just about normal since 
January 1, but we always have that 
possibility of a drought in July and 
August. Let us hope that this summer 
will not be a dry one. 

July is a good season in which to 
weed the rock garden. A top dressing 
of leaf soil and stone chips will be ap- 
preciated by the plants as it is our 
warm summer that bothers them more 
than the winter cold. Sheep shears are 
most convenient to cut off seed pods 
of arabis, aubrietias and dianthus. The 
plants will make new growth and be 
more vigorous next year with this at- 
tention. 

August is the time to sow fresh seeds 
of pansics, in a cold frame, for nice 
sturdy plants to set out next spring. 
While the glass is used in winter a 
lath covering is best for summer — with 
burlap atop the lath cover until the 
seeds germinate. The same conditions 
apply to summer sown seeds of peren- 
nials and biennials. 

There is a spray material com- 
pounded of quassia solution and liquid 
sulphur that makes a fine fungicide as 
well as an insect repellent. The su 
phur sprayed on foliage is a preven- 
tive of mildew and no insect will eat a 
leaf coated with quassia solution. This 
spray material is also effective as a 
soil sterilizer against root fungi and as 
a repellent of soil insects. An ideal 
spray for hardy phlox against mildew 
and red spider and fine for delphin- 
iums in the soil and on the foliage. 

Gypsophila Bristol Fairy has proved 
most satisfactory for garden effect and 
to cut and arrange with other flowers. 
Not from seed, it is necessary to order 
plants for cither fall or spring plant- 
ing. 

■* ... 

Hardy primroses may be divided in 

July or August; they crowd themselves 

after two or three years in one location 

and arc pretty tough to tear apart; 

some gardeners wash the roots in 

water in order to see the crowns. 

Rhododendron maximum in flower, 
the last of the procession, the most 
widely planted, the least costly and 
perhaps the most satisfactory of all. 
And this grand flowering evergreen 
shrub is a native of our own Pennsyl- 
vania mountains. Let us place it sec- 
ond to the mountain laurel. 

And now the zinnias start to flower, 
one of the gayest, the easiest, the 
cheapest and best all around annuals 
in the garden — and they keep flowering 
until frost.

Big Gas Tank, Old 
Ardmore Landmark, Razed 



A familar Ardmore landmark, the 
huge gas holder on the north side of 
Lancaster Avenue, directly opposite 
Greenfield Avenue, where the local 
shop, storeroom and garage of the 
Philadelphia Electric Company arc lo- 
cated, has just been torn down. 

The holder, which had a capacity of 
110.000 cubic feet, was built in 1894 by 
the R. D. Wood Company.

Attacks Prohibition

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A Congressman from the Main Line? 

By affixing his signature recently to the Congressional Reapportion- 
ment bill, Governor Pinchot increased the political importance of Mont- 
gomery County immeasurably. The creation of a new Congressional 
district out of Montgomery which will now have a Congressman of its 
own at Washington is a move of distinct advantage to the County. 

Lower Merion, as the largest and wealthiest unit in the County, 
should have this honor and the logical man for the job is Fred C. Peters, 
of Ardmore, at present a member of the House of Representatives at 
Harrisburg. 

Mr. Peters' record in County and State politics indicates that he is 
the type of man to represent the Main Line and Montgomery County. 
As a strong Republican organization worker, he has seen to it that the 
Main Line has gotten its rightful share of County tax money to be spent 
here. 

His political astuteness is indicated by his share in the assessors bill, 
recently signed by the Governor. In its original form this bill called for 
the abolition of real estate assessors and the appointment of an assessing 
board by the Governor. This would have permitted Mr. Pinchot to create 
strong organizations in five of the large counties of the State. Mr. 
Peters, late in the session, was able to slip in an amendment substituting 
the County Commissioners as the appointing body and not the Governor. 
This move has been termed one of the greatest strokes of strategy put 
across at the last session of the legislature. 

And Main Line communities need have no worries with the present 
County Commissioners in charge of tax assessing. They have done a 
good job and should be re-elected. 

As indicated at the last election the Main Line's politics are moist 
and liberal, as were the County's as a whole, so its next Congressman 
should be a man who will interpret this attitude. 

The new Township Code, also signed by the Governor during the 
week, also testifies to the political ability of Mr. Peters, who was a 
member of the Township Law Revision Commission, as also was Andrew 
Macdonald, vice president of the Lower Merion Board of Commission- 
ers. The new code represents a great advance in clarification and liberali- 
zation of the laws by which first-class townships are governed. 

It is not too soon to look around for Montgomery's new Congress- 
man and one need look no farther than Ardmore, for Fred C. Peters 
is certain to be the choice of this section as the man for the job. 



The Way Is Now Open 

The way has now been cleared for the appointment of a Township 
Planning Commission by the Board of Commissioners with the signing 
of the new Township Code by Governor Pinchot. 

Preliminary work of a missionary nature among residents of the 
Township has been done by a Citizens' Committee comprising over a 
hundred citizens of prominence and standing in the community. 

Its functions, however, are solely of an advisory nature and any 
actual work must be done by a Planning Commission appointed by the 
Township Board of Commissioners. 

That planning is desirable from every viewpoint is the conclusion 
of all who have given it even a cursory study. That it is economically 
profitable is the conclusion reached by all communities that have under- 
taken it.

Speaker at Rotary 

The significance of the Declaration 
of Independence and its effect in the 
decline of monarchies throughout the 
world, was the subject Tuesday of the 
talk of W. Russell Green before the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club.

John A. Mowrer, Jr., a former can- 
didate for Council, said he had not 
given the matter any thought when 
asked this week if he was going to run 
again. 

Mrs. Van Auken, School Board 
member for the past six years and 
vice president of the Board, stated this 
week that she would not be a candi- 
date for re-election. Dr. Steckbeck, 
the other member whose term expires, 
is undecided. He will serve if wanted 
but will not make any great effort to 
contest the post if there are other can- 
didates. This leaves one more or less 
certain vacancy on the School Board. 

Petitions have been circulated for 
Fred Walzer for sheriff of Montgom- 
ery County, and to date he is the only 
resident who is running for any office 
outside of the borough. The name of 
Edward S. Haws had been mentioned 
as a possible candidate for County 
Commissioner on the Democratic 
ticket, but Mr. Haws said this week 
that he was not going to run for that 
post. 

Candidates may be put in the field 
up to the last day on which petitions 
may be filed, which is August 10. The 
primaries take place this year on Sep- 
tember 15.
